Its that our birth-risher, our anceſtral! right, our 
condition of continuing free ſubjects is loſt, that of 
late there hath bin an endeavour to reduce us to the 
State of Villanage, nay to a lower. 

Its true, the Lord might tax his Villaine, de haut 
& de Baſſe, might take All his lands, and goods, the 
Villaine had no property againſt his Lora, the Vil- 
laine he could not Tre quo volurt , hee had no liberty 
of perſon,the Lord might impriſon him at his plea- 
ſure, but the Villaines life was his own,and not his 
Lords: the Law fecured him that.

My Lords, the Subject of this Meſſage, is to pre- 
ſentthis fenſe ofthe Commons to your Lord-ſhips.

and freely afſented unto, and choſen by their An- 
ceftors, for preſervation of themſelves,and us their 
diſcendants in our perſons, lives, and eftares, have 
bin of late intruſted inro ſuch hands, as have endea- 
vourcd to force upon them a contrary endro that, 
torwhich they were ordained; from' defenſive, 10 
rurne them to offenſive, and inſtead of proteRing 
us, ro make the Laws the inftrument of taking from 
us, all we have.

The principall things in thefe Writs, which Iam 
to preſent to your Lordſhips, is not the charge and 
burthen which have bin thereby impoſed upon the 
SubjeR, though that be great, bur the declaration 
inthem of the Law, and of the right, whereby this 
burthen may be impoſed. | | 

The laſtis the Fudgement in M. Hampdens caſe 
in the Exchequer upon theſe Ship-writs.

My Lords, theſe opinions were delivered by 
the Judges — and apart, they were procured 
by the procage and ſolicitation of my Lord Fac, 
The Judges, as hee ſeverally procured their hands, 
were by him enjoyned ſecrecie , accordingly theſe 
opinions walked in the dark for a yeare and 
wards, afterwards the Procurer of them, my Lord 
Finch liked them ſo well , as that hee preſumed to 
preſent them ro his Majeſties view. By his pro- 
curement a letter was directed from his Majeſtieto 
the Judges, for delivery of their opinions in theſe, 
and ſome other additionals, The former that hath 
beene readis more modeſt, Its onely that his Ma- 
jeſtic is the ſole Judge of the danger, and thar the 
Inlands as well as the maritime Towns are charge» 
able to the defence of the Kingdome. Irs not des 
_ clared inthoſe, that this charge may be impoſed 
by his Majeſtic alone, for the expreſsion is onely 


that the charge may be lawfully impoſed, ſay not 
by whom,

wee have according to your Majeſties com- 
mand, ſeverally, and every man by himſelfe, and 
all of us together taken into ſcrious conſideration 
the caſe and queſtions ſigned by your Majeſtie: and 
encloſed in your royall letter. And we are of opi- 
nion, that when the good and ſafery of the King- 
dome in generall is concerned,and the whole King= 
dome indanger , your Majeſtie may by writunder 
the great. Seale of England,, command. all the Sub- 
jets of this your Kingdome, at their charge to pro- 
vide and furniſh ſuch number of: Ships , with men, 
viauall, munition, and for ſuch time as _ Ma- 
jeſtie ſhall think fir, for the defence and ſafeguard 
of the Kingdome from ſuck danger and perill.

Theſe opinions were ſubſcribed byall the Judges 
in Serjants Innc Hall , they were afterwards pub. 
liſhed in the Star-chamber,that the Subjes might 
take notice of them, and that they might never 
forgotten, they arc inrolled in all the Courrs of 
weſlminſter- Hall, in Perpttuam res Memoriam. 

Your Lordſhips will give mee leave to repeat 
them in their plaine and legall ſenſe which I cor- 
celve to be thus : 7 

That his Majeſtic as often as himſelfe pleaſcth, 
may declare that the Kingdome 1s in danger , that 
ſo often, for prevention of ſuch danger, his Majeſty 
by his writ under the great Seale of Exgleand, may 
altcr the property of the Subjects goods, withoi t 
their conſent in Parliament, and that in ſuch pro» 
portions as his Majeſtic ſhall think fir, and betides 
the altering of the property of their goods forthe 
prevention of ſuch danger, may deprivethem of the 
liberty of their perſons, and of theirlives, and that 
in ſuch manner as himſelfe ſhall pleaſe. 

The firſt of theſe,vrzz. That his Majeſtic may de- 
clare the danger as often as hee lenleck , is' made 
good in theſe words, that the King is the ſole Judge 
of the danger,and when the ſame is to be prev 
and avoided, 

The ſecond, that ſo often hemay atkter the pra- 
perty of the Subjects goods, without conſentin 
Parliament, in theſe words, that his Majeſtic may 
by writ underthe great Seale of Engl , com 
and compell all the Subjects ofthe Realm, ar ther 
charge to provide and furniſh Ships. : £5.25: ; .

This being a great and generall caſe, the Barons 
of the Exchequer deſired the aſſiſtance of the reſt 
ofthe Judges, who did joine accordingly, |

After the Arguments,the Councell on both fides 
were commanded to bring before the Judges the 
Records and Authorities cited,they were brought, 
and for the eaſe of the Judges many of them on Mr. 
Hampdens part were abreviated on the Back-fide, 
thoſe abreviations were commanded to bee cx- 
punged. 

Afterwards, the caſe came to argument. at the 
Bench, there the caſe was judged, and by the grea- 
ter part of the Judges, Judgementwas given againſt 
maſter Hampden: when the Judges had delivered 
their opinions, it was the Barons part to give Judge- 
ment. The Judgement was,

My Lords, the Commons have taken theextra- 
judiciall opinions publiſhed and inrolled, and che 
reſt, ſeverally into conſideration; they have beene 
read openly in the houſe, and after long debate 
(long rather in confidcration of the greatnes of the 
matter,then of the difficulty of it}they came to vote, 
foure leverall votes paſſed upon them : The votes 
paſſed without ſo much as one negative voice t04- 
ny of them. | | 
The votes were in ſubſtance, that they were a- 
gainſt the Lawes of the Realme, the right of pro- 
perty, the liberty of the ſubjeR, contrary to former 
reſolutions in Parliament; and to the Petition of 
Right. | 
The extrajudiciall opinions inrolled, they voted 
in the whole, andevery part ofthem,to be coatrary 
to all thoſe, for they did conceive, that in thoſe 0- 
pinions there was not any one clauſe, that wasa- 
greeable to the Law,bur that throughout they were 
contrary to the Lawes. | 
My Lords, the things which the Conimons 
tooke into their confiderarions beforethey procee- 
ded to theſe votes, were the cedings in the 


Parliament held 30, Cay, when e petition of ri ht

The Commons went no higher; the reaſots in-

Here Salus Regni periclicabaruy , the whole King- 
dome was in danger as inthe Judges opinions, and 
as in the Shipwrits,and Judgement inthe Chequer, 
nay, my Lords, further, the ſafety and very. ſub- 
ſiſtance of the King, People, and the true Religion 
were in danger of ſuffering irreparably, the danger 
was inſtant, nota peedy, but preſent ſtop muſt bed 
made, the Supply could not ſtay for a Parliament, 
At this time his Majeſties Coffers were exhauſted, 
The King found the Crowne ingaged in this warre 
before the acceſle of it to himſelfe , and that by ad- 
vice in Parliament : all this expreſſed, only a lending 
of money for prevention required ; but it was a 
compulſary thing , and becauſe compullary by the 
Inſtructions to binde over to the board, and impri- 
ſonment for refuſall. Theſe Commiſsions were in 
the Parliament 3.

For by theſe opinions they have put upon them- 
ſclves and their ſucceſſors, an impoſsibility of ever 
doing us right againe; and an incapacitic upon us of 
demanding it ſo long as they continue. 

My Lords, in that fore Famine mm the land of 
AZ:ypt, when the inhabitants were reduced to the 
next dooreto death , (for there they ſay, why ſbould 
wee die 2) for bread, firſt they give their money,next 
their flocks and cattle, laſt of all their perſons and 
their lagds for bread, all became.

Of theſe eighteen, eight were executed, that is, 
Sir Robert Trefilian the chiefe Juſtice; the five 
Knights, Blake of the Kinos Councell at law, and 
Vikethe Under Sheriffe, © 

Three, that is,the Archbiſhop of Yorke, Duke of 
Ireland, and Earle of Suffolke fled, The reſt had their 
lives pardoned, but were baniſhed, their lands and 
g00ds forfeited, and little penſions allowed them 
during their lives. |

don, and they to be dealt with all as traitors,if they 
returned from their baniſhmenr.

The queſtions being drawn into writing,the Indges 
were {ent for to Norrzngbam Caſtle, wherein the Kings 
preſence they were commanded upon their allegeance 
to deliver their opinions, 

The firſt queſtion was, Whether the Comiſſion was 
in derogation of theCrown,they anſwered that it was. 

The ſecond queſtion was, Whether the perſwading 
and urging the Kings conſent in Parliament thereto 
was treaſon, they anſwered, that it was. 

Though there were ſome other queſtions asked,all 
concerning Parliamentary proceedings, yet thoſe were 
the main, and thoſe for which they were condemned, 
as appeares by the replication of the Commons to the 
Iudgesanſwere, and by the words of the judgement, 

viz, that they knew that this Commiſſion was aware 
ded in Parliament, that ir-was for the publique:good, 
that they knew of the traiterous intent to deſtroy the 
procurers of this Commillion,that they knew the Law, 
an1 thar it was not Treaſon, and had: delivered their 
opinions, thereby under colour of law toicover their 
treaſonable intent, and therefore judgement of: high 
treaſon was given againſt them , and _ Lofont 
the Kings Serjeant at Law, who had ſubſcribed theſe 
opinions with the Judges. -- - "oo 24-2! 

Sir Simon Buyleyonc ofthe five Knights that were

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executed, was condemned onely far-confpiring the 
death of the procurers of this Commilsion, - 

Ang although there bee other Articles againſt the 
reſt, yet this alone is adjudged treaſon in rhe feyerall 
judgements againſt every one of the eighteene, 

My Lords, it is obſervable in all theſe judgements, 
that they are adjudged traytors as well again(t the per- 
ſon of the King,2s againſt the Common-wealth, 

It is there declared upd great adviſe tak&,thax in trea- 
ſons which concern theKing & Kingdom,they are not 
bound to proceed according to the rule of theComon 
Law.and inferiour Courts but according to the courſe 
of Parliaments, ſo as may be for the common good. 

Thirdly, Judgement was giver.in Parliament, and 
execuuon awarded, and aftcrwards a Bill of Confirs 
mation paſled in re{pe& of their Lands, to give them 
from a day paſt, and for declaration, thatthis ſhould 
be no preſident to inferiour Courts, to'adjudge the 
ſame caſes treaſon, ſave onely inParliament. 

. Theſe Judgements were not hudled up in haſte, but 
they were given upon long and mature deliberation 
theſe judgements were the whole worke of that Par-

reaſon; and-in the Parliament of r H. 4. in print, 
theſe Attaindors are confirmed : ſo that theſc judg. 


ments of Attaindors have the authority of rwoAds * 


of Parliament, both of them of force at this day.

the reſt as well as ſome of them) had repented, and 
would not have done it over againe. For Belknap 
the Chiefe Juſtice ofthe Common Pleas, the ſame 
day declared his ſorrow, and ſaid, That now there 
remained nothing but a horſe, a hurdle, and a hal- 
tcr, and Fulthorp another of them the next day de- 
clared his griefe for what he had done. 

But here after the opinion in Aovember 1635, a 
yeare afrer, viz, 1636 , they proceed ape ſſmoad pe- 
jus. peſſimo , for that was with addition, moſt of.

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liament, they knew the other proceedings in Par- 
liament, and ifthey had forgotten them they were 
afterwards put in minde of them , they needed nor 
to have conſulted with any book or journall of Par- 
liaments, ſaving only with their own memories. 

They agree inthis, that their opinions tended to 
the ſubverſion of the Lawes and Statutes of the 
Kingdome. 2 | 

For in that of Richard the fecond, the offence 
was,the endeavouringto overthrow Parliamentary 
proccedings z the conſpiracie of the death of the 
procurers, was only an agerayation: for it was not 
treaſon to conſpire their deaths, it is not treaſonto 
conſpire the death of a Privie Counſellor,or to kill 
a Jada unlefle he be upon the Bench, and inthat 
caſe it is treaſon, becauſe of the malice; not tothe 
perſon, but tothe Law: ſo here the treaſon lay in 
this, not that they conſpired barely againſt the per- 
ſons, but with reference to their proccedines in 
Parliament, thereby to overthrow the AR of Par- 
liament,wherein thoſe perſons had beene principall 
Actors, 

But inthis agaife they diſagree, for in that caſe 
there was onely aconſpiracy , no death followed 
to the procurers of the Commilsion, nor was the 
Commiſsion overthrowne ; all chat was done was 
this,that a Warrant was direRted to the Lord Mair 
of London, for apprehending their: perſons to bring 
them to triall, which yet was not done. 

Bur here after the opinions delivered, judgement 
was aftewards given-by them in the Chequer, and 
execution awarded thereupon, for ſo much as con- 
cernes: our property :/ and likewiſe ' in the Kings 
Bench,where the Judges, after the judgement in the 
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Exchequer, refuſed to heare any moredcbateof 
the matter. And ſo for the liberty of our perſons, 
by keeping divers of the Subjcas in priſonterme 
after terme for not paying Ship-money, andother 
things dependant up6 thoſe opinions; whe they had 
bin brought before them upontheir habeas Corpus, 

In that of Rich. 2. it was for overthrowing but 
of one Act of Parliament , which was likewiſe In- 
troduQtive ofa new law.

ing for their liberties, in theſe words, thus 

That fox the Reverence of God aud bely 
Church, and of bis grace aud bounty, be as + 
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have had many Parliaments wherein there have 
beene no Biſhops at all: as for example, E, x, 
24. Of his rows [> beld his Parliament at Ed. 
mundbary, excluſo Elero z and in the Parliament 
7.R, 2, cap, 3. and 7. K.2.c4p. 12, it doth 'ap- 
peare that they were enadted by the King with 
the aflent and agreement of the Lords Tem- 
porall, and Commons, where the eſtates of 
Parliament are mentioned, and not the Clergy, 
Divers other Statutes might likewiſe be named 
to this purpoſe, which I omit.

As 
for thoſe evils which proceed from things,they alſo 
'are remedied by a removal of ſuch things as are evil, 
and the puttingof becrer in their room;the evils and 
inconveniences ofthis kind do principally flow, ci- 
ther from the Clergies offices and funQions,or from 
their benefices and dignities; . thoſe that ariſe 
from their offices and funQions, doe ariſe natarally 
either fromthe law:s and conſtitutions, whereby, 
and according unto which, they exerciſe their of- 
ficesandfaunQtions,or from the Government it ſ(elfe, 
wherein they exerciſe thoſe fanRions. The faults 
that I note in the eccleſiaſtical lawes, are that they 
hold too much of che civill law , and roo much of 
the ceremoniall law:of the civill law, in reſpeQ of 
. al! thoſe citles, concerning wills, and legacies, 
rirhes, marriages, adulteries, which all belo og 
ro the civilljurisdiction, andare no moreof piri- 
ruall conſideration, then rapes, thefts, fellonies, or 
rreaſons. may bee.

I hal ay no more of them, bur I pray God thar now 
at length ic may pleaſe his Majeſtic with chis his 
great Counſel of Parlizement, to take a view of them, 
and if there be a neceſhie to reraine them,let them 
bee retained; butif nor, chen let us remove thetn, 
beforechey ruinc us. As tothe evills and inconve- 
niences that ariſe out of rhe Government ie ſelfe, 
I ſhould have noted ſomerhing amifſe,as well in che 
leg:s4Harrve part, as in the execarrepart, bur inthe 
former I am prevented, by what hath beene alrea- 
dy voted — the power of making Can- 
nons: which votes it they bee broughe to perfeRti- 
on, they will ſetus righe in great parr, in that re- 
_ for ſurely , before the power was neither in 
the hands of ſuch as were repreſencative of thar 
which is truely the Church of Exgland, nor yetin 
the hands of thoſe thar were rruely repreſenrative 
of the Clergic of Ezgland, if were the whole 
Church, as indeed rhey are not, As co the execatzre 
part, whick conſiſtceth in the exerciſe of eccleſiaſti- 
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call Jurisdi&ion, therein I note alſo two diſorders, 
Confuſion, and Corruption, Confuſion of the Spi- 
rituall ſword, with che Temporall; lay-men ftrike 
with the Spirituall ſword, and Spirituall men with 
the Temporall ſword; nay, ont ofthe ſame mouth, 
and at the ſame time proceedeth an excommunica- 
tion, anda fine, orcommirment, ot both: I will 
not ſay poſitively , that it is nnlawfull for Clergie . 
men to exerciſe civill Jurisdiagion, becauſe Tknow 
it is2 queſtion, bur yet ſach a queſtion as hath beene 
determined by divers Canons of generall Coun- 
cells, and by ſome thar were made in Synods of the 
Church of Exgland, thatir is unlawfull, and that 
upon grounds which are nor contemprible. 

As firſt , that ic is contrary to the precept.and 
practiſe of Chriſt'and his Apoſtles. And ſecondly, 
that it is not poſſible for one man to diſcharge two 
funtions, whereofcitheris ſufficient ro imploy the 
whole man , eſpecially rhat of rhe miniſtery ſo 
great, that they ought not toenrangle themſelyes 
with the affaires of this world. A third ground not 
ſo well obſerved cently , asin one part thereof, 
is this, rhar Miniſters of the Gofpell, being fent e- 
ſpecially to gaine'the-ſonles of merry, 'they are to 
gaine as great intereſt aspoſſible may bee, in their 
mindsand affe&tions: now wee know thar the na- 
ture of aMl men is ſuch ,*thar rhey are ape ro thinke 
hardly of thoſe that are any authors of their paine 
and puniſhment, although ir bee in a way of juſtice, , 
& therefore as it is well knowne, thar Clergy men 
are not tobeprefear z# judicio ſangwins, ſo the ſame 

. reaſon extends ir felfer>rhe adminiftrarion of _— 
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civill jurisdition , and therefore wee may obſerve 
that our Saviour (brift, as he alwayes rejeedall ci- 
vill jadicature, ſo on the other fide, he went up 
and downe healing mens bodies, and otherwiſe do- 
ing good ro their outward eſtate, that his doQrine 
might have a freer, and fairer paſſage inco their 
ſfoules. For the corruption that I ſpoke of in the 
exerciſe of Eccleſiaſtical jurisdiction, I do not mean 
any pezſonall corruption,bur a deviation, or aber- 
ration from the preſcriprt of the divine rule, and 
though ir bee not caſie to finde what that is in all 
particulars, yer it is not hard to ſay, what iris nor, 
and that I doubr may prove our caſe ia divers 
things. Eccleſiaſtical jurisdition we know, exten» 
deth either to the Clergy onely, .and confiſteth in 
the Ordination, Admiſhon, Saſpenſion, and Depri- 
vation of them, orelſe ir exrenderth to the whole 
Charch, and conſifterh in excommunicartion and 
abſolution. As tothe Ordination, Admillion, Suſ- 

oſign, and Deprivation of Miniſters, we ſee how 
[ris wholly at the pleaſure of one man, and thacof 
one man ppaceoring in a manner arbitrarily, and 
char of one man whole intereſt is concern'd in it, 
that the doore ſhould be ſhat againſt able and pain- 
fall preaching Miniſters, and a wide doore ſer open 
to ſuch asare-unable, and unfit for that fanRion: 
many -2ad great and dangerous evills ariſe from 
hence. As firſt, _ chat there isa conſtant farre:and 
fewd betwecne the Eccleſfiaſticall Stare and the 
 Civill, berweenePrelates, and Parliaments, 'bc- 
eweene the Cannon law, and the Common law, be- 
eweene the Clergy, andthe Common-wealth, wi 
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ſing from the diſproportion, 'and difimilitnde 
which js between the Civill and Eccleſiaſtica] Go- 
vernement, howeverir may ſeeme ro ſome toagree 
well enough, bur the rrath is, if wee conſider his 
Majeſty as the Common-head over the Ecclefiafty- 
call State, as well as the Civill, wee ſhall finde that 
in the exerciſe of all Civil jurizdi&ion,in all Courts 
under his Majeſty , the power is not in any one, or 
his Deputies and Commiſſaries, as it is in the Ec- 
cleſiaſticall Goveramene . in the ſeverall Dioceſſes 
throughout this Kingdame : if wee looke firſtupon 
the higheſtand greateſt Court, the high Courr of 
Parkament, we know thatisa Counſel anda great 
Counſel too. In like manner in the inferiour Courts 
of Weftminfter-Hall , there are w__ in che 
point of law, and more in marter of fait, whereia e- 
very man is judged byrwelve of equall condition 
unto him, I meane the juries , whichare Judges of 
the fat, borh in canſes Civill and Criminall : and 'if 
wee looke into the country, wee ſhall finde the Seſ- 
ſions and Sixes, and brher Courty held not _w_ 
one, bur by divers CommiſSioners, And in ſhort, 
in the Civil Government, every man from the grea-" 
reſt ro theleaſt, hath ſome ſhare in the Governmene 
according tothe Proportion of his Intereſt in che” 
Common-wealth, bur in w”; Government of che, 
Church; all is in the hands of phe manyin the ſeveral 
Dioceſſes, or ofhis Chancello.irs; or Commilſicics,” 
and hee exaQs Canonicall obedience, ro his Pon- 


rificall commands, with arorall excluſion of thoſe ' 
that norwirhſtanding have as tact ſhare in the” 
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, government of it, as they. have inthat of the Com 
monwealrh. (Fir) untill rhe Eccleſiaſtical povern- 
ment beframed ſomerhing ofanorther twiſt, and be 
mare aſſimilatedunto that ofthe Common-wealth, 
I feare the Eccleſiaſtical government will bee no 
.good neighbour unto the Civil, but will be ſtill a 
caſting in of its leaven into ir, to reduce that alſo ro 
a ſole, abſolute, and arbitrary way of proceeding; 
And herein( Sir) I do nor beleeve,tbat utter Pro 
pheſics, bur what, we have already found, and fele. 
A Second, and thar a great evill , and of dange- 
rous conſequence, iathis ſole andarbitrary power 
of Biſhops over their Clergy is this, chat they have 
by that meanes a power, to place, and diſplace the 
whole Clergic of their Dioceſle at their pleaſure: 
and this is ſuch a power, as for my part, I had rather 
they had the like power over the Eſtate,and perſons 
ofall within.their Diocefſe; for if I hold the one, 
bur at the will and pleaſure of one man, (I meane 
the Miniſtery, under which I muſt live) x can have 
bur litcle, or at leaſt no certaine joy nor comfort in 
the ather, Burtthis is not all, for if they have ſuch 
a power to mould the Clergie of their Dioceſſes, ac« 
cording to their pleaſure, we know whart an Influ. 
ence they may have by them upon the people, and 
chat ina (ſhort time they may bring them to ſach 
blindnefle, and ſo mould them alſo to their owne 
wills,as that they may bring in what Religion they 
pleaſe: nav, having put our our eyes, as the Philiſtins 


did Sampſons, they may afrerwardes make us grind, 


and reduce us unto what ſlavery they pleaſe, cither 
unto themſelves, as formerly they have done, orun- 
| to 
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to others, as ſome of them lately have beene for- 
ward enough todoe. | Now whether ir be ſafero 
walke upon Stilts on therop of the pinacles of the 
Temple, upon ſo high precipices, as are the mat- 
ters of Religion, ard conſcience , (which may have 
alſo a dangerous Influence upon our civil liberries) 
] leave it co your confideration:for my parc,I ſhould 
nor thinke ir ſafe, that ſuch a power ſhould be in any 
one man, though you ſuppoſe himrto be a very good 
MAN, _ 

A third evil, and that of dangerous conſequence, 
is that the dore is ſhut againſt able and painefull 
Preaching Miniſters, and a wide doore ſer ope un-« 
tothole that are unable, and unfit for that fun&ion, 
and che Biſhops iarereſt is concerned in ir, that ir 
ſhould beſo. TInrereſt of honour,lntereſt of prof, - 
and Intereſt of power, Intereſt of credit; for they 
ſee that thoſe painefull Preachers carry away all 
the credit from them, and rhey neither can nor will 
doe the like themſelves: they cannot by reaſon they 
are ſo intangled with the affaires of this wortd, and 
civill Juriſdi&ion; they will not, their great Digai- 
ties and honours make rhem ſo, ſtately, rhat chey 
think it is not Epiſcopal!ro Preach often; and on 
the other ſide, they are ſo fat, and live ſo much ar 
their caſe, that through idleneſſe chey cannor brin 
their minds untoir, and fo firſt ariſerh envy againſt 
thoſe thardoe take paines, and thence after ſpring- 
eth perſecution. In thenexe place; their Intereſt 
1sconcerned in matter of profit: for they ſuppoſe, 
that if the credit of their D2zana fall ro the ground, 
their gaine will after ceaſe, and that the people wi | 
F C 3 | -— * —— thinke 
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thinke much that ſome men ſhould take all. the 
paines, andnther goe away with all che Profit, 
Laſtly, their Intereſt is concerned in ir, in 
oint of power, for they find that neither ſych 
Sarking Minifters, nor cheir audicours,are ſo pli. 
able ro yeeld blind Canonicall obedience, as others 


are: and ſoitconcernes them in point of power to 


ſtop their moarthes. And now it muſt needes follow 


by the rule of contraries, that ir muſt be for their 
profit, honour, and power, toſet open a doore to 
dle and unfit Miniſters, Bur there are ewo particu» 
culars which I will note wherein ic concernes them 
in their profits, to ſer the doore very wide _ 
where there is no ſuſpition of refratorinefle. Firſt 
we know Biſhops have many times Livings in Com- 
 mendum and pluralicies : bur there is hardly any, 
but they have Impropriations, whereof they are to 
(e= che cure diſcharged, and therefore ir is for their 
profit, that there may be good ſtore of cheape Cu- 
rates, which cannor be very fit and able men: and 
with ſuch ordinarily, rhey furniſh the cures of ſuch 
laces, whereof they have the Impropriations. (Sir) 
athenexc place we know, that orders are nor gi- 
ven, but in a mannes ſold, for not onely the Biſhop, 
and his Regiſter, but alſo his Vſher, his Chamber- 
faine; his Butler, and Porter, and almoſt all his me- 
niall Servants maſt have their fees, before the poore 
Clarke with his Box full of Orders, can paſſe the 
Porters Lodge. I heare muchof -the legall Simo- 
ny, which conſiſteth in the buying and ſelling of 
Benefices, bat whether this doth nor approach nea- 
rer tothe Evangelicall Simony, which conſiſteth 
in 
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in the buying and (clling of the gnifts of che holy 
Ghoſt ; I offer it to your conſideration, Now (Sir) 
- for Excommunication and Abſolution, all ſeemes 
ro be out of point, for Excommunication is neicher 
in right hands,nor exerciſed upon right groundsand 
matters, nor ina right forme and maner, norto 
right ends, and then ir is no marvaile, if it have 
not righteffeas, (Sir) we know our Saviour hath 
lodged itin the Church (for ſo runs the precept ) 
dic eccleſias : now (Sir) that one man ſhould be a 
Church, ſoundes ſtrangely in my cares. In the 
next place (I beſcech you Sir) conſider about what 
their Spiricuall Sword is exerciſed, abour things 
no way lying under the ſtroke thereof? A man 
ſhall be Excommunicated for a Pig ,oc foran Apple, 
and ſuch like things? I heard oncea Gentleman of 
the civill Law, anſwere hereunto in this Houſe, that 
the Excommunication was nor for the thing, bur 
for the contempr, andthe lefle the ching was, that 
was commanded, the greater was the contempt : If 
this were ſo, ſure the greater is the cruelty, to lay 
command upon ſo ſmall a matrer , that draweth af- 
ter it ſo deepe a cenſure,as ro caft aman downe into 
Hell. Suppoſea Magiſtrate ſhould command {ome 
triviall matter, ſome ceremony or other, under 
p_ ot Treafon, and ſhould: proceed againſt the 
nfringers of his command as Traytors, ic were 

much to be doubred whether the command didnt” 
plrtake more of cruclty, then the diſobedience of 
contempt; for when authority ſhall ſo far looſeir 
ſelte,asto lay ſo great'a weight upon fo ſmall a mar- 
ter, it readexeth ic ſelfe conetpptible, aud che ic.is 
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no marveil (I had almoſt ſaid )ir is no fault,ifirt bee 
contemned, having made ir ſelfe contemprible. 
Then Sir, for the forme of proceeding, it is no whic 
ſpiricual!, there is no faſting and prayer,zo ſecking 
toreclaime the ſinner, bur rather ir is after the fa- 
ſhion of a ſummary Procefle in a civill Conre, nay 
Sir, it is accompanied ſometimes with an intimari- 
on that no man (hall buy, or ſell, wich the perſon 
excommunicated, nor {et him a worke, nor doe any 
civill or naturall offices unto him. As wee hada 
complaint brought in this Parliament, of a Son that 
was excommunicated onely for r:peating a Sermon 
co his father, being*an excommunicare perſon. 
Now Sir, for the ends for which this cenſure is ex- 
ecuted, they are ordinarily to fetch in fees, orat 
the beſt ro bring men nnder Canonicall. obedi- 
ence,which is the Ordinaries will and pleaſare, and 


] have ſometimes ſeen a Miniſter pronounce an ex- | 


communication, which hee he!d in one hand, and 
preſently after the abſolution , which hee heldin 
the other, ſo the endof the excommunication was 
the abſolution, and che end of that was fees : ( Sir) 
for the honour of God, for. the hononr of our nati- 
onall Church, and for the honour of the Chriſtian 
Religion , let the high and great cenſure of rhe 
Church no longer lackey after fees, let nor Chrifti- 
 ansany longer be caſt ro Sathan; in the name of 7e- 
*{#s Chrift,for the non-payment ofa groat. And now 
Sir wemay imagine whateffeAs are lik to follow 0 
on ſuch premiſes, the great and dreadfull cenfureof 
cxcommunication is thereby made contemptible, 
-and wereir nor for the civill reſtraines , and penal- 
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tics that followupan it, noman would putchaſe'an 
abſolation, though be mighe haveirfor a halfpen- 
ny. Andl have-heard of ſome that have thanked 
che Ordinaries for abating, or remittiaz che fees of 
che Courts : but Inever heardof any thac thanked 
them , for reclayming their ſoules rorepentance, 
by their excommunicationg, (Sir )for abſolucion it 
1s relative toexcommanication, and ſo labours of 
the (ame diſcaſes : onely one ching ſhall particu- 
larly note concerning abſolution, Sir) ic is called 
commuration of penance, bur indeed ir is a de- 
ſtruction of the ordinance, making ir voidand of 
none cffcQ, __— God ncver ſet his Miniſters 
ro ſell _ =—_ . rene The oattvrhar is 
roPICc olation,de z Ecclefie,ce 
to oe. hath already been * faffciene] mn _ 
io the debate about the Canons, hy rherefore 
there will bee ao zeede of more to that. 
Now Sir, I am come to my latthead; wherein | ſhall
